President Fears Delay 
Will Result in Non-Pay- 
ment of Employes Work- 
ing on Supply Bills.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Presi- 


dent Hoover made an earnest but con- 
ciliatory effort today to get the sen- 
ate to hurry up and pass a tariff 
bill. He thinks it is necessary ¢t 
quiet business unrest, and to clear 
the way for passage of the necessary 
appropriation bill. From 20,000 to 
30,000 federal employes may lose their 
jobs if the appropriation bills are not 
enacted by the middle of March, he 


fears. 

A rift was opened meanwhile be- 
tween house and senate administra- 
tion leaders. Republican Leader Wat- 
son in the senate defended himself 
for republican senators’ failure to 
speak for Charles Evans Hughes in 
the recent confirmation controversy. 

“We had the votes, and the man’s 
record spoke for itself,"-was Watson's 
defense, He did not refer directly to 
House Floor Leader Tilson, with 
whom he had just eaten breakfast at 
the White House. It was Tilson 
who assailed the senate leadership 
yesterday. 

*The senate and house leaders left 
the White House table imbued with 
the president’s spirit of the necessity 
to pass the tariff bill. The Hughes 
debate was not discussed, Watson 


said. He exhorted the senate to act 
fast on the tariff, citing Mr. Hoovers 


reasons.

When the business was founded in 
1886 it was located in the Kimball 
House, moving in 1888 to Marietta 
street. In 1894 removal was made to 
1-3-5 Peachtree street, from where it 
moved to the present location at 45 
Peachtree street. The present store 
has been occupied since 1904. 

Mr. Daniel was one of the best 
known and most highly respected citi- 
zens of Atlanta, and his passing will 
cause genuine regret among a wide 
circle of friends. He was a member 
of Gate City Lodge No. 2, F. & A. M., 
the Knights of Pythias and the.

Pat Hendricks, ’ superintendent of 
electrical affairs of the borough of 
Atlanta, Tuesday night was exoner- 
ated of charges of incompetency and 
unfitness for the post when the elec- 
tric lights committee of council de- 
to recommend impeachment 
proceedings, as demanded. 

The committee considered the evi- 
dence in executive session for about 
30 minutes, after hearing lengthy ar- 
guments from attorneys. 

A gallery applauded when Council- 
man W. C. Jenkins, chairman of the 
committee read the verdict: 

“We, the committee, find the de 
fendant not guilty and do not recom- 
mend impeachment.

Huiet, William Knight, W. Garland

Several other witnesses were placed 
on the stand at the Tuesday night’s | 
session, which began at 8 o'clock and.

Doumergue Holds Con- 
ference With Poincare 
and Briand. 


PARIS, Feb. 18.—(4)—The solu- 
tion of the cabinet crisis caused by 
the overthrow of the Tardieu gov- 
ernment had not made a single step 
forward at the close of the second 
day, which was devoted to President 
Doumergue’s consultations with the 


most prominent statesmen of the re- 
public. | 

The indications are that France will 
be without a government for several 
days or even a week, and the London 
naval conference is at a standstill due 
to the fact that France will not be 
officially represented again until her 
home affairs are straightened out. 

President Doumergue conferred to- 
day with the two men about whom 
cabinet speculation is hottest—former 
President Poincare and former Pre- 
mier Briand. 

The president said tonight he had 
not called Briand to form a new cabi- 
net, although Briand was certain to 
form a part of the new government. 

Political circles believe that the 
president had not called Poincare with 
a view of asking him to head a gov- 
ernment but merely seeking his ad- 
vice, 

Three alternatives faced the presi- 
dent tonight: 

1. A left government headed by 
Camille Chautemps, with Briand as 
minister of foreign affairs. 

‘ Briand hybrid government, 
with the majority recruited fram the 
~ ou sigpamy of the left, right and cen- 
er. 

3. A Tardieu- Poincare cabinet 
leaning toward the right, witha! mod- 
erate. 

Former Premier Tardieu was re-

TardieuOverthrow, Italy’s 
Demands Slow Confer- 
ence Down Perceptibly.

LONDON, Feb. 18.—America’s nav- 

al delegates, who came here deter- 
mined to stay until a _ limitations 
agreement was reached, faced the pos- 
sibility today of remaining until 
April. 

Four time-consuming developments 
caused them to fret during a day of 
almost complete inactivity: 

First: The conterence was prac- 
tically at a standstill pending for- 
mation of a new cabinet in France. 
Marine Minister Georges Leygues, aft- 
er telling the conference chairman, 
Premier J. Ramsay MacDonlad, that 
the French delegates were powerless 
to act at present, left for Paris, leav- 
ing Ambassador Joseph-Aime De Flev- 
riau as the only accredited delegate 
on the scene, 

Second, there was little hope that 
the French would recede from their 


demand for 724,000 tons of warships 
unless they were granted some guar- 
antee of security in treaty form. The 
724,000efigure has caused Britain to 
talk of building, which in turn would 
force the United States to construct 
new tonnage and complicate matters 
all around. Amendment of the Kel-

was suggested as a way out. 
No Yielding. 

Third, neither side had yielded an 
inch on the Japanese demand for 70 
per cent of American strength in 
8-inch cruisers. The United States 
delegates expressed hope that some- 
how the issue would be settled, but 
they had neo idea of the method, 

ourth, Foreign Minister’ Dino 
Grandi had prepared a memorandum 
of Italy’s position which was likely 
to cause further readjustment and 
gnashing of teeth. Although Grandi 
did not make his memorandum public, 
the United . News was reliably in- 
formed of its contents. 

The memorandum will specify that 
Italy favors a battleship holiday and 
is prepared to abolish submarines if 
all other powers do and if all capi- 
tal ships are scrapped. 

It will accept the French tonnage 
figures, though deploring they were 
not lower, and will emphasize that 
Italy must have the right to build a 
similar fleet if she wishes. 

The memorandum will say that in 
case battleships and submarines are 
not abolished, Italy still favors the 
Root resolutions virtually barring the 
use of submarines as commerce de- 
stroyers. 

French Figures. 

Grandi is highly unlikely to men- 
tion Italy’s own minimum tonnage 
requirement, on the ground it is suf- 
ficient to state that Italy accepts the 
French figures instead. The memo- 
randum, however, probably will in- 
elude a number of figures dealing with 
the comparative strength of the fire 
powers’ present fleets as compared 
with 1914. It likely will answer cer- 
tain political references contained in 
the French memorandum. 

Italy’s insistence on the right to a 
navy equal to France’s has made the | 
Americans and British all the more 
a to cut down the French to- 
al. 

There is a growing feeling among 
the American delegates that an amend- 
ment to the Kellogg anti-war past 
might give France the security she 
wishes and s_ induce her to reduce 
her demands, 

The Hoover administration long has 
felt that the pact needed some ma- 
chinery by which the signatories could 
consult in case of war was threat- 
ened. Whether the French would ac- 
cept such a “consultative” arrange- 
ment as putting sufficient “teeth” 
in the treaty is not known. If they 
do and are willing to cut their naval 
program accordingly, it is believed 
the United States might consent to 
the amendment. 

Everybody is moving slowly and 
cautiously. ‘This is regarded as the 
most critical period of the confer- 
ence, when one tactless step might 
bring serious complications and pos- 
sible failure.

Tarrant Woodward, of Hape- 
ville, this morning will give her blood 
in an effort to have the life of her 
son, Leland, 15-year-old high school 
student and popular Boy Scout, who 
has been critically ill for a week at 
Grady hospital from an attack of 
meningitis. 

When it became known that blood 
transfusion was necessary, 50 friends 
of the lad, for whom prayers were 
broadeast Sunday, volunteered and 
that of the mother alone matched. 
When she was informed of the result 
of the test of her blood she was un- 
willing for anyone else to be examin- 
ed. The transfusion will be made this 
morning. 

Although it has ranged up to 105, 
young Woodward's temperature Tues- 
day was virtually normal and his ap-. 
petite was good. Doctors believe that 
the transfusion may cause his re-

SULICITOR ABSENT 
AS PROBERS HOLD 
BRIEES! SESSION 


Boykin Leaves Offices on 
Mysterious Mission; 15 
Witnesses Called for 
Today. 


A new element of mystery was in- 
jected into the grand jury investiga- 
tion into alleged graft and corruption 
in the affairs of the municipal gov- 
ernment Tuesday when Solicitor-Gen- 
eral John A. Boykin absented himself 
from his offices and went on a mis- 
sion, the nature of which could not 


be learned. 
Late in the day the solicitor gen- 


eral telephoned to his assistants di- 
rection for the subpoenaing of some 
15 witnesses for appearance today, but 
all efforts to learn the matters con- 
cerning which these persons are to 
testify proved futile. Both Assistant 
Solicitor-General Ed A, ite, gag am 
oy- 
kin’s special aide for the graft  in- 
quiry, reported they did not know 
where Mr. Boykin was nor why he 
had not appeared at the courthouse 
during the day. 

With the solicitor general absent 
the grand jury held one of the short- 
est sessions it has had since the graft 
probe was launched early in Novem- 
ber. Convening at 10 o’clock in the 
morning it considered routine busi- 
ness until shortly after noon when an 
adjournment was taken until 2 
o..ock. From that hour until 4:30 
the graft investigation was taken up, 
but less than 10 witnesses were heard, 
which is believed to be the smallest 
number subpoenaed for one day since 
the investigation started. 

The presentation of graft evidence 
was directed by Mr. Stephens, while 
the routine business was handled by 
Louis Marquardt. It was _ reported 
that the alleged sales of appointments 
to and promotions in the fire depart- 
ment were considered during the time 
given over to the airing of graft 
charges. Several firemen, in uniform, 
\.:re seen to enter the grand jury 
room, but it could not be definitely 
learned whether they appeared con- 
cerning the charges of the selling of 
appointments and promotion or on 
another matter. The grand jury at 
various times has gone thoroughly into 
charges made by several firemen that 
they were forced to “pay off” to ob- 
tain their places on the. department 
and with a view toward airing these 
charges has had for more than a 
month the records of the board of 
firemasters regarding appointments 
and promotions for the last two years. 

The fact that so few witnesses were 
heard during the day gave rise to the 
frequently heard reports that the 
grand jury has “just about finished” 
the inquiry unless some new avenues 
of investigation are opened up with- 
in the next two weeks, at the end 
of which time the present investigat- 
ing body completes its tenure of of- 
fice. ‘These reports, however, do not 
coincide with the statements of So- 
licitor-General Boykin who as late as 
Monday repofts that there still were 
many phases of the investigation to be 
considered. However, because of the 
extreme secrecy surrounding the in- 
vestigation those who have been fol- 
lowing it closely believe that the fin- 
ish will come as a surprise and that 
no indication will be given when the 
work is done other than the return 
of indictments. 

Following Tuesday's session, W. 
Rawson Collier, the grand jury fore- 
man, announced that today the grand 
jury would resume its afternoon and 
night sessions on Mondays, Wednes- 
days and Fridays, continuing the 
morning and afternoon sessions on 
Tuesdays and Fridays, when as usual 
the routine business will first be cou- 
sidered. 

“We find that we are able to ob- 
tain our witnesses easier for the night 
Sessions when they are needed and 
also that it gives the members of the 
grand jury ample opportunity to care 
for their private business affairs,” 
Mr. Collier said. “Unless something 
unforeseen comes up I think we will 
continue our thrice weekly night ses- 
sions until our term has been com- 
pleted.” 


Schoenhair Breaks 
Air Speed Records 


JACKSONVILLE, BEACH, Fia., 
Feb. 18.—()—Flying the white, 
stream-lined monoplane Miss Silver- 
town, Lee Schoenhair, veteran pilot 
of Akron, Ohio, today shattered the 
world’s airplane speed record for dis- 
tances of 100 and 500 kilometers witlr 
an added weight of 500 kilograms, 
equal to 1,102 pounds. 

In establishing a new record for 
100 kilometers, equivalent to approxi- 
mately 62 miles, Schoenhair, a dimin- 
utive youth who learned to fly during 


the World War, negotiated the course 


at an average speed of 185,452 miles 
an hour. This exceeded by 10.79 miles 
an hour the former record of 174,662 
established by Fernand Lasne at 
Etampes, France, on October 7, 1925. 

Schoenhair’s average speed over the 
500-kilometer course, with the same 
added weight, was 171.228 miles an 
hour, which surpassed by 12.572 miles 
an hour the former record of 158.656, 
set by Captain H. 8. Broad at Stag 
Island, Reading, England, on Apri 
27, 1928.

The resultant explosion shook the~-

DISCORD S AIRED 


Solicitor Tells Senate Paes 
tary Gives In to Power 
Interests. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—(UN) 
. icture of discord within the fed- 
-power commission which alleged- 

ty reshited in a situation enabling 
power companies to make fictitious 
entries for capitalization figures and 
make the public pay for their lobbying 
activities was drawn for the senate 
interstate commerce committee today. 
Charles A. Russell, blunt western- 
er, was the witness. He will be fol- 
lowed tomorrow by William V. King, 
general counsel for the commission. 
Russell and King, according to the 
former’s testimony, were blocked in 
their efforts to ee at he the power com- 
panies and F. E, Bonner, executive 
secretary of the commission, was rep- 


resented as the one responsible for 


this state of enforced inertia. 

To combat this situation Senator 
Couzens, republican, Michigan, chair- 
man of the committee, late today in- 
troduced a bill providing for creation 
of a power commission composed of 
three full-time commissioners instead 
of three cabinet officers as at present. 

The commissioners under the Cou- 
zens bill would serve six-year terms, 
be paid $10,000 a year, and would be 
absolutely divorced from any connec- 
tion with power companies. The bill 
is in line with recommendations of 
President Hoover's message to con- 
gress. 

Russell said that upon his appoint- 
ment to the power commission seven 
months ago he was called by M. O. 
Leighton, a consulting engineer con- 
nected with the Electric Bond 
Share Co., of New York. Leighton 
proceeded to tell Russell how to do 
his job and intimated that his ap- 
pointment was pleasing to the power 
companies, Russell testified. King has 
been “too meticulous” in his dealing 

with the companies, Russell said 
Seishton told him. The engineer sug- 
gested various interviews with power 
company representatives but Russell 


objected. 


The discord in the commission came 
to a head last August when Bonner 
recommended transfer of the account- 
ing details of the commission to the 
war, interior and agriculture depart- 
ments. ‘The secretaries of these de- 
partments form the commission. Rus- 
sell told the senate committee this pro- 
posal was ridiculous, since the depart- 
ments had not trained accountants 
capable of doing the work. 

Russell declared the Byllesby Com- 
pany of Minnesota and Wisconsin 
paid $140,000 to a man named Flynn, 
a Chicago attorney, in four years and 
that Flynn had done the cempany’s 
lobbying in Washington. 

“This money was charged with the 
actual cost of construction of the 
company’s property,” he said. ‘“There’s 
a company up in Pennsylvania that 
spent $700,000 on lobbying.’ 

Russell said “the Niagara Falls 
Power Company, capitalized at $77,- 
000,000, had included in this $30, O00,- 
000 as the value to them of the use 
of water which they were licensed to 
use by the government. It was point- 
ed out by Senator Wagner, democrat, 
New York, that if this capitalization 
were used in rate making the prac- 
tical doubling of rates on a fictitious 
entry was easily apparent. 


Ileana 's Troth 
Only Postponed, 
Court Declares 


BUCHAREST, Feb. 18—()— 
Postponement of the wedding of 
Princess Ileana of Rumania and 
Count Alexander Von Hochberg is 
the only official answer in Rumania 
to reports that their engagement, 
which the princess herself announced 
some weeks ago, had been broken off 
definitely. 

Premier Maniu today conferred at 
length with Queen Marie, mother of 
the princess, and afterwards sum- 
moned newspaper correspondents to 
his office. He told them the govern- 
ment desired that the incident should 
not be discussed. 

He said the government was in- 
vestigating the antecedents of Count 
Von Hochberg in Germany, and was 
seeking further information about him. 
If the Rumanian government found 
anything reflecting dishonor upon the 
court, it would intervene and advise 
against the maintenance of the en- 
gagement. 

Royal circles have maintained strict 
secrecy about the engagement, but an 
air of constraint was noted at the 
palace. It is generally expected that 
an announcement annuling the en- 
gagement will be made when Queen 
Marie and the princess have returned 
from a trip to Egypt and the eastern 
Mediterranean. 

Princess Ileana was the only mem- 
ber of the royal family to accompany 
Count Von Hochberg to the station 
when he departed for London. The 
newspapers today commented upon 
the coldness between the young cou- 
ple.

ealled for early in April, it was 
learned today from sources very close 
to President Hoover that the present 
patronage body, headed by Collector 
of Internal Revenue J. T. Rose, of 
Atlanta, will continue to function un- 
less an acceptable reorganization of 
party affairs in the state is effected. 


At the same time positive denial 
was made in the same responsible 
quarter that any orders have gone out 
of Washington directing the Georgia 
patronage committee to hold up fmr- 
ther federal appointments until after 
the deliberations of the convention. 


If the committee has adopted such 
a policy on pending Georgia appoint- 
ments, the action was taken of its 
ewn Volition, it was asserted. 

Interest in the Georgia republican 
situation has been emphasized by the 
presence in Washington during the 
past week of a half dozen or more 
state leaders, including Clint Hager, 
United States district attorney for 
the northern district; M. O., Dunning, 
of Savannah, collector of customs; 
Louis Crawford, United States mar- 
shal for the northern district; John 
B. Dove, of Atlanta, member of the 
state executive committee. While all 
denied that they came to Washing- 
ton on any political mission, it is 
true none the less that the national! 
capital has not seen so many Georgia 
republican leaders here at or near 
the same time for many months. The 
leaders came as representatives of all 
factions and groups, insisting in each 
ease that business rather than politics 
brought them here. 

Cite Hoover's Attitude. 

Calling attention to the pronouncia- 
mento on the southern. situation 
issued by the president shortly after 
taking office last year, it was repre- 
sented to be the president’s. feeling 
that the republican organization in 
Georgia, no less than in the other 
southern states, must clean its skirts 
of old discredited elements. before any 
recognition can be extended on the 
part of the administration. If the 
forthcoming state convention results 
in the establishment of such an ac- 
ceptable organization all patronage af- 
fairs in the state may be turned 
over to it for guidance and control. 
Otherwise the present regime will con- 
tinue, 

Meantime a multiplicity of reports 
and rumors are current in Washing- 
ton regarding the plans and purposes 
of the various factional groups.

In the election that fol- 
lowed more than a thousand votes 
were cast for Hoover, the great ma- 
jority being white.

It is an open secret that the efforts 
now being made to elect white coun- 
ty officers and name delegates from 
each county which will form a con- 
yention to entirely eliminate the ne- 
gro from any connection with the par- 
ty in Georgia except membership, has 
the support of the administration.

Injunction against promulgation of 
a hew schedule of. rates on road-build- | 
ing materials, contemplated to become 
_ effective March 3, was asked in a 
petition filed in United States district 
court here Tuesday by the Georgia 
public service comnfission. 

The petition was directed against 
the jnter&tate commerce commission 
and all railroads operating within the 
state of Georgia, . 

James A. Perry, chairman of the 
public service commission, said the 
Georgia four years ago attempt- 
ed a revision of intrastate rates on 
sand, gravel and other materials used 


in the construction of highways, at} poo 


which time the interstate commission 
intervened and prevented the revision. 
Mr. Perry explaisied that existing in- 
trastate rates on these materials are 
higher .than interstate rates from 
states adjacent to Georgia. 

The petition of the Georgia body 
contends that the conditions exist- 
ing at the time the former attempt 
at revision was made were virtually 
the same as will prevail when the new 
schedule takes effect March 3. Mr. 
Perry said it was the view of the 
Georgia com ion that the new 
schedule will be “prejudicial” to inter- 
ests of this state. 

The petition, filed in the court for 
the northern district of Georgia, will 
be heard on a date to be set by Judge 
Samuel H. Sibley for hearing on the 
question of an interlocutory injunc- 
tion, pending final adjudication in 
the United States supreme court. 
Judge Sibley today was in New Or- 
leans engaged in the hearing of an- 
ether case. : 

Representatives , of the Georgia 
board will go to New Orleans today 
on another matter, Mr. Perry said, 
and, incidentally, will bring this mat- 
ter before Judge Samuel H. Sibley, 
who is in the Louisiana city, at the 
same time. 

The chairman declared this to be 
ene of.the most important questions 
in which the commission has ever been 
interested, describing it as nation-wide 
in its significance. 

While ‘no date has been set defi- 
nitely,° Mr. Perry said, February 27 
has been ag upon tentatively for 
the hearing, which will be before 
Judge Sibley.

His administration un- 
der President Warren G. Harding as 
ambassador to Spain from 1923 to 
1925 was marked by the re-establish- 
ment of cordial relations between that 
country and the United States, bring- 
ing the good feeling to a higher point 
than had existed even before the 
Spanish-American war. 

In March, 1928, he was appointed 
by President Crlvin ‘Coolidge to the 
diplomatic post in Peru, where he 
chiefly was responsible for restoring 
aisicable relations between Chile and 
Peru.

The plan of the two Fox officers, 
it was reported in Wall Street, would 
be submitted to the stockholders, its 
proponents claiming it is less costly 
than the plan favored by Mr. Fox.

These studies, 
which include landscapes, character 
sketches, scenes from-Paris and New 
York, are handled with remarkable 
fineness of feeling and appreciation 
of balance and form. «+ The conception 
of values and the sense of texture 
and even color which the artist con- 
veys through the handling of shapes 
and lines, renders the collection of 
wide interest to lovers of art. 

Mr. Reynard has revealed a mas- 
tery of the principles of art even in 
the smallest and most inconspicuous 
of his forms. A bit of humor has 
been introduced into several of his 
studies. Others are more profound. 
The simplicity, the liquid, poetic han- 
dling of these subjects reveals them 
to the connoisseur as the work of one 
of the foremost figures in American 
art. Among the outstanding etchings 
on view are “In a London Gallery.” 
“Paris Baby.” “Fall Leaves,” “Man- 
da’s . Place,” “Metropolitan Print 
Room,” ‘The Stowers,” “The Wan- 
derers,” “Cornwall Landing,” ‘“Car- 
negie Concert,” “The Scene at. Poissy,” 
and “Cornwall Farm.” 

Mr. Reynard, who is a painter, il- 
lustrator, as well as etcher of note, 
was born in Grand Island, Neb., Oc- 
tober 20, 1887.

“Chapman, 
Harvey Dunn and Mahonri Young, 
outstanding artists. His work . has 
been widely exhibited in American 
galleries.

NEW YORK, Feb. 18.-—(UN)—Action against bootleg boxing, said 
to be prevalent in upstate New York, was taken today by the state 
athletic commission, which announced it would suspend any licensed 
boxer or manager who took part in an unlicensed program. 

The commission is aiming at groups which have matched psuedo 


amateurs in unlicensed shows. 


Boxers who fight as amateurs un-¢ 


der assumed names and managers who 
maneuver their “boys” into untaxed 
shows, will come in for unfavorable 
action. 

The commission members, how- 
ever, failed to announce that re- 
voeation of license would be the 
penalty.

This means everything where a hard schedule is concerned. It helped | 


to explain last season the nine-game sweep of Notre Dame and the 
crushing victories of Stanford and Southern California over the Army 
and Pittsburgh. Although in the latter case Pittsburgh was overwhelmed 
by the forward pass before reserves counted to any great extent, It was 
lack of reserve strength that cost both Georgia and Georgia Tech so 
heavily last fall. These two teams faced killing schedules. Georgia had 
to look after eight hard games within nine Saturdays—Oglethorpe, Yale, 
North Carolina (one of the best teams in the country), Florida, Tulane, 
N. Y. U., Alabama and Georgia Tech. Tech had to tackle seven hard 
games without a break—North Carolina, Florida, Tulane, Notre Dame, 
Vanderbilt, Alabama and then Georgia on the closing date. 
Schedules of this type demanded an almost unlimited supply of 


reserves. Notre Dame, 


Stanford and Southern California had 


practically three teams to call on—from thirty to thirty-five men, 


all of high-class caliber. Georgia 


and Georgia Tech had no such 


reserve strength, no such unlimited supply of manpower. Georgia 
at its best had acfine football team—but after it had beaten Yale 
and North Carolina in succession it lacked the reserve power to 
keep on moving from one hard game to another. Men were hurt 
or battered or worn down and there were few replacements to 
fill the gaps. Once a team is started down hill with a flock of totgh 
battles to face, there is little chance to get set again. A team 
that plays only three of four hard games doesn’t need any great 
amount of surplus power. But a team that plays from six to eight 
ranking contests needs a bundle of manpower to make the grade.

\Great Britain’ - 


Running Short 
On. Criminals 


LONDON, Feb. 18.—()—Britain’s 
criminal class seems to be traveling on 
the road which leads to gradual ex- 
tinction. While the criminal “dole,” as 
the prisoners’ appropriation might be 
termed is decreasing, the government 
today finds itself embarrassed by too 
many prisons and military barracks. 

Maidstone jail, which is to be closed 
shortly, is the twenty-seventh institu- 
tion of its kind to disappear since 
1914. Since that year—memorable as 
the outbreak of the war-—-the prison 
population of the United Kingdon: 
bas declined by 70 per cent. 

The surplus of military barracks 
arises partly from reduction of the 
forces and partly because the scheme 
of army organization today calls for 
the concentration of troops in definite 
training areas rather than their hous- 
ing in different parts of the country. 
It is doubtful if the great Sheffield 
barracks will ever be occupied again, 
that is, unless there should arise 
emergency conditions, : 

Like many similar institutions the 
Sheffield barracks were built about 
the time when industrialism, still a 
new phase, was growing to its full 
strength in the north of England. 
Such barracks, for the most part, are 
veritable fortresses designed then 
with the idea of providing refuge in 
time of civil disturbance. 

The suggestion has been made in 
parliament that London’s two princi- 
pal prisons—Wandsworth and Pen- 
tonville—should be razed and housing 
areas for the working class substi- 
tuted.
